WRECKAGE PICKED UP 


Salvage Crews Will Grapple 


For Sunken Hulk Of Liner; 


Bodies May Be Inside

CRISTOBAL, Canal Zone, Aug. 
4.—Three United States destroy­ 
ers furrowed a corner of Mosquito 
gulf today in a virtually hopeless 
search for the bodies of 14 persons 
believed lost in probably the great 
est plane disaster on water. 
The destroyers Babbitt. Taylor 
and Mahan kept their grim vigil 
while two submarines returned to 
their base with evidences of the 
disaster which befell a Sikorsky 
amphibian of the Pan-American 
Grace airways as it neared the end 
of a regular flight from Guayquil, 
Ec u ador. 
The submarines S-43 and S-46 re­ 
ported 
they 
had gathered 
such 
mute reminders of sudden death as 
an uninflated rubber life raft, two 
waterlogged bundles of mail, 
container of ice cream, part of a 
wing, an engine casing and two life 
preservers still in their case. 
The floating debris was picked 
up late yesterday. The last heard 
of the large 15-passenger plane was 
Pilot Stephen Dunn’s radio report 
about midnight Monday that he 
was circling down through “soupy” 
skies to find better visibility. 
Bits Of Wreckage Picked Up 
When the search for the missing 
airliner was at its height yesterday 
a message was flashed from one of 
the submarines: 
“Ship badly damaged with no 
signs of survivors.” 
Bits of wreckage were picked up 
20 miles west of Cristobal, destina­ 
tion of the amphibian, and Junction 
point for connection with the regu­ 
lar Pan-American clipper Bervie* 
•long the eastern coasts of th* 
Americas. 
The plane had flown about SSO 
miles along the Pacific coast Of 
Ecuador and Colombia, due north 
toward a clipper connection sched­ 
uled for 6 a. rn. yesterday. 
Thomas F. Jardlne, central divi­ 
sion superintendent for Panagra, 
remained on one of the searching 
destroyers. 
The navy gaid the search for 
bodies of the passengers and crew 
would be continued 
today with 
navy planes rejoining the search. 
Twenty—two naval aircraft and all 
available Panagra ships took part 
in the tragic quest yesterday. 
Salvage crews were dispatched 
to grapple for the sunken hulk of 
the luxury airliner. It was possible 
that the bodies of all those aboard 
were still Imprisoned in the long, 
boat-like bull of the twin-motored 
ship. 
It also was possible that the ship 
had been demolished in the impact 
on the open water, on the northern 
side of Panama. 
Officials had hoped—until the 
first message of discovery came— 
that Dunn had been able to find 
his way lown through the overcast 
skies to the seclusion of some cove, 
where he might wait for bettor 
weather.

She 
said Morse grabbed the knife, ran 
to a bed and slashed the throats 
of their son, James Theodore, 5. 
and their daughters, Inez, 3, and 
Margaret Elizabeth, I. 
She said he next plunged the 
blade five times into the back of 
oldest child. Billy Lee, 8. 
The 
child ran from the house and was 
found dead later about IOO yards 
away. 
Town Marshal Charles Burton 
was summoned by neighbors who

ommendation 
of 
the bill to the 
house. 
Only three members, representa­ 
tives said, voted against substitu­ 
tion of the senate bill. They were 
Reps. Griswold (D) 
of 
Indiana. 
Lamberson (R) of Kansas and Hart­ 
ley (R) of New Jersey. 
One committee member said the 
proposed amendment to permit a 
labor standards board to fix mini­ 
mum wages as high as 70 cents an 
hour and a work week as short ss 
35 hours was not put into th* sen­ 
ate bill immediately. 
The bill, as passed by the senate, 
provided that the board could fix 
no wage higher than 40 cents an 
hour and no 
work week shorter 
than 40 hours. 
Previously the house committee 
bad put the 70-cent, 35-hour amend­ 
ment into the house bill for which 
the senate bill was substituted. 
Two 
other 
house 
committee 
amendments quickly added to the 
senate measure would make the bill 
applicable to local retailers and pro­ 
hibit shipment in interstate com­ 
merce of imported goods produced 
under standards below those approv­ 
ed by the board. 
Mf third would provide for ggooint- 
ment of administrators in each of 
the 48 states. 
Representatives said the commit­ 
tee 
then 
began 
consideration of 
amendments proposed 
by William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, and indorsed 
in principle 
by 
President Roose­ 
velt. 
The committee planned, It was 
learned, to complete consideration 
of the legislation today. This would 
clear the way for the house rules 
committee to give the measure the 
right of way to the floor early next 
week.

VOTE ON HOUSING BILL 


Senate Seeks To Take Final 


Action On Legislation 


Bv Th* A*»oci»t*d Pre**. 
WASHINGTON. Aug. 4 —The sen­ 
ate resorted to a voluntary “gag" 
rule today in an effort to hasten a 
vote on the Wagner housing bill. 
Final action was blocked yester­ 
day by discussion of other subjects, 
although several amendments were 
disposed of. 
Under the new limitation no sena­ 
tor could speak more than once for 
no longer than IO minutes on the 
bill itself. Fifteen minutes was per­ 
mitted for discussion of an amend­ 
ment. 
The senate voted yesterday to in­ 
crease by one-half of the one per­ 
cent the proposed minimum rate of 
interest on federal housing loans. 
The original bill would have author­ 
ized loans at the current federal 
interest rate. 
The amendment was adopted at 
the request of Sen. Walsh (D) of 
Massachusetts. The administration 
he said, intends all future authori­ 
zations for federal loans to bear a 
rate at least one-half of one percent 
higher than the cost of the money to 
the government. 
The 
difference 
woud cover administrative expense. 
Walsh told newspapermen that 
President Roosevelt 
had 
advised 
bim of the policy several da^s ago. 
The Wagner bill. one of the chief 
points in the administration’s pro­ 
gram for this year, would create a 
federal 
housing authority 
with 
power to make loans and grants to 
state and local housing authorities.

— Assistant 
states attorney Wilbert F. Crow­ 
ley said a 80-month-old boy police 
believed had been kidnaped last 
night from the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Otto Horst was found today at 
the home of another couple who 
claimed to be his real parents. 
The boy, Donald Horst, was re­ 
covered by Crowley and state’s at­ 
torney’s police at the west side 
home of John Regan, 26, a machin­ 
ist, and his wife, Lydia, 25. 
Crowley said the Regans came to 
his office voluntarily this morning 
after reading newspaper accounts 
of the taking of Donald from the 
Horst residence in an exclusive 
northwest side section and told 
him they had the child. 
Took Child By Force 
Mr. and Mrs. Regan admitted, 
Crowley said, they took th© child 
while Mrs. Horst battled, •cream­ 
ing. to prevent it. 
The Regans 
denied, 
however, 
making any telephone call purport­ 
ing to be a d mend for $5,000 ran­ 
som. 
Mrs. Horst reported such a 
call to police shortly 
after 
the 
child was taken. 
The 
amazing 
circumstances 
which 
Crowley said the Regans 
related and which he said solved 
the "kidnap” but left a baby mixup 
to b* Investigated were these: 
Donald was born to Mrs. Regan 
Jan. 6, 1935. and Regan was the 
father hut they were not then mar­ 
ried. 
The attending physician. Dr.

Mrs. Regan agreed to

It was pointed out that packet 
service has become practically neg­ 
ligible, since steamboat companies 
apparently are unable to maintain 
expensive crafts with fancy pas­ 
senger cabins for Just a few months 
business each year. 
Stanley Walker, New York pub­ 
lisher, is credited by the W ater­

service. He holds that such diffi­ 
culties as wind, lack of space and 
maintaining schedule could be read­ 
ily overcome.

CHARACTERISTIC of Americana is 
resent­ 


ment of being shoved around. It isn t in their 


nature to he lined up. unless It happens that they 


want to be lined up. Even then, they’re skittish. 


That s what 150 years of a tradition of in d ep e n d en t 


has done for them. It’a also why they’re poor m a­ 


terial for a dictatorship. 


During 1033. 1934, 1935 and 1936 there was, never­ 
theless, a remarkable amount of shoving around 
being done. In congress, where the whole thiug came 
to a head, conditions became so bad that congress­ 
men didn't even dare to object, for fear of retalia­ 
tion. They assumed that their constituents wanted 
them to be meek and lowly. 


Of course, they didn’t like it. Naturally, a t the 
first opportunity, they did some shoving back. The 
pressure of keeping their mouths shut and their 
hands in their pockets for four years finally blew 
off the safety valve in the fight on the court bill, 
and steam still Is escaping. 


How this is going to turn out ultimately is some­ 
thing for tea leaf readers to determine. In 193*. 
congressmen must run for reelection, and they still 
have deep respect for Mr. Roosevelt’s power. It is 
reassuring to be able to observe, however, that 
aversion to shoving is almost aa atrong aa it waa a 
century and a half ago when an English king made 
tb s mistake of being too pushy. While th a t quality 
endures. Americans will continue to give the seekers 
of power more sleepless nights than pleasant <la>a.

Incidentally, congress itself has 
by law indicated that It does not ap­ 
prove of persons taking office who 
are not confirmed when there has 
been a chance for them to win con­ 
firmation. 
The revised statutes of 
the United States ever since 1869 
have provided: 
"No money shall be paid from the 
treasury as a salary to any person 
appointed during the recess of the 
senate, to fill a vacancy in any ex­ 
isting office, if the vacancy existed 
while the senate was in session, and 
was by law required to be filled by 
and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, until such appointee has 
been confirmed by the senate " 
The most im portant court deci­ 
sion of recent years bearing on the 
point at Issue was In Colorado in 
1925 when a clause in the state 
constitution, virtually the same as 
that 
In 
the federal Constitution, 
was 
construed 
by 
the 
supreme 
court of Colorado to mean that, 
once a 
vacancy occurs during a 
session of the upper house of tho 
lerlslature, 
a 
nomination 
must 
thon be made or else a recess ap 
pointtnent Is barred. The Colorado 
legislaiure met on Jan. 
7, 
1925, 
and sat In continuous session till 
April 17. 1925. But notwithstanding 
that 
a vacancy occurred 
in 
the 
state board of land commissioners 
on Jan. 13. 1925. the governor wait­ 
ed until April 16. 1925, the very 
day the senate wa* preparing to 
adjourn, and the nomination was 
left unacted upon for lack of time. 
The suprem e court of Colorado re­ 
fused to recognize a recess appoint 
ment, saying: 
"It cannot be disputed that it is 
the governors constitutional duty

Dominating Purpose Of Federal Union Creators

of the average for the past five 
years unless it can be proven to 
the labor standards board that the 
goods were produced under condi­ 
tions at least as good as those pre­ 
vailing In this country. The am end­ 
ment was defeated, though the bill 
as passed contains an im itation to. 
raise the American tariff. 
The Interesting thing about Mr 
Lodge’s am endm ent is that it de­ 
fines so clearly the directing senti­ 
m ent behind the bill. 
It is the de­ 
sire to create a legally protected 
area for the m aintenance of the 
relatively

wages 
of 
the 
northern 
industrial 
states. 
Mr. 1 
Lodge, though he was defeated on 
his amendm ent, voted for the bill. 
Mr. Lodge is a 
Republican from 
Massachusetts, and yet no scruples) 
about delegating power, about cen­ 
tralizing power, about any Of the 
other principles that Republicans 
profess, deterred him from voting 
for the bill. 
W hy? Because. Sen. 
Lodge In­ 
herits and firmly believes In the 
tariff philosophy of his party. And 
he saw. much more clearly than 
the liberals who supported the bill, 
that in effect it m eans the estab ­ 
lishment of an internal protective 
tariff 
system 
within 
the 
United 
States. 
Being a dyed-in-the-wool 
protectionist. Mr. Lodge not only 
wishes to exclude imports from for­ 
eign 
countries 
but 
turns 
rath er 
gladly to the idea of erecting bar­ 
riers to the free exchange of goods 
within the United States. This bill 
provides for the creation of what 
might be called regional tariffs de­ 
signed to “protect" the older indus­ 
trial regions from the competition 
of the newer ones. 


C 
M VEN his economic philosophy, 
J which is that of the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff carried to its logical 
extreme. Mr. Lodge was quite right 
in voting for the wages and hours 
bill. 
If that bill la really made effect­ 
ive. that is to say, if it does not 
break down a* NRA broke down, 
the sponsors will have succeeded 
in doing w hat the federal constitu­ 


tion was designed to prevent. They 
will have found a way of impairing 
freedom of trade not only with the 
outer world but within the boundar­ 
ies of the union. 
On the pretext 
that they are improving labor con-t 
ditiuns in tile poorer regions, they! 
will by a maze of regulations and 
orders erect all m anner of barriers 
to trade within the nation. 
I do not know w hether on this 
ground the bill can be attacked sue-J 
cessfully as unconstitutional. 
But; 
I think it is clear th at lf this bill 
stands, and is enforced and ex-1 
panded. it will violate one of the 
clearest purposes, perhaps the dom ­ 
inating purpose, of the men who 
created the federal union. 
For it 
was their unmistakable intention 
to establish within the borders of 
the United States an area of com­ 
plete free trade, and to this end 
they forbade the states to create 
internal 
tariffs. 
They 
would,

think, 
have 
been 
astonished 
to 
learn that the federal government 
in the guise of regulating labor 
conditions, 
could 
itself 
establish 
the regional tariffs that no state 
may establish of its own accord.

The Entertainment Fund 
T 
HE sta te departm ent has received its “ representa­ 
tion fund" for 1937 and again for 1938 after being 
long years without it, but even so the sum is so 
small It is almost futile in present troublesome times 
when such a fund is badly needed. 
The "representation fund" Is money for use by 
diplomats in throwing parties for other diplom ats 
and people who count. By that means they create 
good will—and get needed Information. 
The fund ha* had an unusual history. About 12 
years ago, after much pleading and representation, 
the state departm ent received $60,000 to help its min­ 
isters and am bassadors foot the heavy bill for enter­ 
tainm ent forced upon them. It wasn't nearly enough, 
but it was a starter. 
Along cam e the depression and a desire to lop off 
odds and ends of appropriations th at seemed un­ 
necessary. The entertainm ent fund m ight have sur­ 
vived but for the discovery that some of the diplo­ 
m ats sent to countries where liquor was perm itted— 
that included m ost— served liquor to their guests. 
T hat was too much. The fund was abolished and any 
money American envoys had from then on they took 
from their salaries or from their own pockets. 
The year 1937 brought a return of the appearance 
of prosperity and the state departm ent, wonder of 
wonders, received $125,000 for entertainm ent. It was 
repeated In the 1938 appropriation bill. 
Traditionally, American diplomats are underpaid. 
The am bassador to England, along with others of 
the am bassadorial rank, gets $17,500. His residence 
is furnished by the government, or rath er on behalf 
of the government. Actually J. P. Morgan presented 
the government with a home for the am bassador in 
London several years ago. There are posts w here 
the am bassador and ministers do not get residences. 
They have to pay for them out of salary. 
M inisters,.next in rank to ambassadors, get $10,000 
a year. 
But frequently the cost of holding such Jobs ex­ 
ceeds the pay. T hat is why ambassadors to the big 
countries like England and France are men of private 
means, able and willing to spend from their own 
pockets to keep up their end. 
O ther countries for the most part don't put such 
a burden on their envoys. The British ambassador to 
the United States, Sir Ronald Lindsay, reputedly 
gets $75,000 a year salary and allowance*. H e lives 
In a very elaborate embassy out at the end of a 
sw ank M assachusetts avenue. 
Ambassador Salto from Japan gets $400,000 salary 
and allowances and a residence. 
Both these diplomats can, and do entertain often 
and well. But American ambassadors abroad have 
only their salaries and a split from $125,000 to "do 
the necessary." 
The equipment for one battery of field artillery 
coct* $250,000, two times the whole am ount the state 
d epartm ent gets for entertainment. 
But then, it has 
always cost more for w ar than for peace.

Harry Lyndall, Native Of 


State, Says Whippings 


Curb Crime Wave 


DEFENDSOLDMETHODS 


Early Cases Are Cited By 


Speaker In Unique Tale 


Of Law Enforcement 


The whipping post, a Delaware 
institution since 1656, was advocat. 
ed for adoption by other states as 
an effective curb on crime in an 
address by Harry Lyndall of Cleve­ 
land, a native of the seaboard state 
before the Rotary club here Tues­ 
day. 
Preposterous? Then weigh these 
facts cited by Mr. Lyndall for the 
edification of his hearers: 
Only once in the 281 years the 
whipping post has been in vogue 
there has an offender ever come 
back for a second punishment. 
There is no case on record of 
any “professional” crime, such as 
safe-cracking or train robbery, in 
the state of Delaware. 
But is it not brutal and inhuman? 
Mr. Lyndall thinks not. He claims 
it is the humiliation and disgrace 
rather than the actual 
physical 
pain that get results. 
The case in which a second of­ 
fence was committed was the sec­ 
ond one listed after the whipping 
post had been established by the 
Swedes when the state was known 
as New Sweden, the speaker ex­ 
plained. The offender was a wo­ 
man, who on her first offense was 
given 20 lashes, while a few years 
later, 
when 
taken 
into custody 
again, she was given 30 lashes and 
banished from the colony. 
First Case Recalled 
The first case of which there is 
any record, Mr. Lyndall said, con­ 
cerned a man who was given 20 
laches; the letter "R,” represent­ 
ing Rebel, branded on his chest, 
and then sold to the Barbados as 
a slave. 
However, this form of punish- 
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ment was greatly modified and 
eventually the pillory and stocks 
were instituted by the Englisb. In 
later years, it was pointed out, the 
Delaware law did 
away with pub­ 
lic floggings, which has to some 
extent 
curbed 
its 
effectiveness. 
Formerly they were conducted in 
the public square on Saturday, he 
said. 
A search of the archives also 
shows several humorous cases, the 
speaker asserted. On one occasion 
a thief who had stolen a sum of 
money was to be given 25 lashes, 
but the warden miscounted and 
administered 
26. The state 
was 
sued, and after due deliberation the 
court decided one lash should be 
credited to the plaintiff in event 
of any future violation. 
Another similar ‘situation devel­ 
oped when the palier gave a pris­ 
oner an extra lash and the latter 
sued for damages. In this instance, 
however, the court decided that 
since the sentence had not been 
properly executed, it should be car­ 
ried out again on the following 
Saturday according to instructions. 
Pillory And 8tocka Used 
In the earlier days persons who 
had to submit to the whipping post 
also were required to wear a large 
scarlet 
letter 
“T,” 
representing 
traitor to society, sewed to their 
outer clothing, the speaker told the 
club. 
In 1875. he said, the rawhide 
whip 
supplanted 
the 
cat-o-nine- 
tails; in 1885 the pillory and stocks 
were introduced, and about 1900 it 
became illegal to flog women. 
Today, 
the 
whipping 
post 


seldom used for minor offenses, but 
is held as more of a threat. 
“There has been a great hue and 
cry from other states about Dela­ 
ware's whipping post, but 
their 
own penal systems have not auc- 
reeded in lessening crime,” said 
Mr. Lyndall. “You can shout re­ 
form but you’re not licking crime. 
“There 
has 
been 
a 
terrific 
amount of propoganda put out to 
discredit the Delaware whipping 
post. We do not claim it is a pan­ 
acea for the crime wave sweeping 
the nation, but we do say. ‘don’t 
criticize.* Show us a more effec­ 
tive measure and we will readily 
adopt it."

N the Trinity Reformed church 
cemetery in Hanover township, 
near Dungannon, lies the body of 
Joseph Lindesmith. great grandfath­

Joseph 
Lindesmith 
was

He was a soldier under George 
W ashington during the Revolution 
ary war and witnessed the surren 
der 
of 
Lord Cornwallis at York 
town, Va., at the end of the conflict 
with the mother country. 
On a monument which Rev. Fr 
E. W. J. Lindesmith erected for his 
forebear in the Trinity cemetery is 
a bronze tablet which bears this in 
seriptlon: 
“Erected by the Rev 
E. W. J. Lindesmith. Catholic priest 
of the United States army, member 
of the Society of the War of 1812, 
member 
of 
the Western Reserve 
chapter of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, in memory of his great 
grandfather, 
Joseph 
Lindesmith 
soldiers’ bugler 
and 
fifer in the 
American Revolution.’’ 
On a nearby plot 
are 
buried a 
number 
of other relatives of Fr 
Lindesmith. including “Aunt Nancy 
Ford Lindesmith." who 
was 
born 
April ll, 1811, and “Uncle Daniel 
Lindesmith." who died in July. 1841. 
when he was 19 years of age. 
Another 
ancestor

cemetery.

Lindesmith.

1833. when he

May Be Curbed, 
Physician Says 


Proper Care At First Sign 


Of Warning Will Effect 


Cure Generally

EREBRAL 
hemorrhage, 
more 
commonly known as “stroke” or 
apoplexy, is an alarming and serious 
affair. 
Its 
symptoms result from 
bleeding caused by rupture of one 
of the blood vessels of the brain. 
I am frequently asked w hether a 
stroke causes perm anent paralysis. 
Often I am asked w hether stroke is 
the result of high blood pressure. 
Others inquire w hether this em er­ 
gency is met only in elderly per­ 
sons. 
In order to answer these ques­ 
tions, it is necessary to explain the 
mechanism of apoplexy. As a rule, 
it occurs in those who suffer from 
high blood pressure or hardening of 
the arteries. But it may be caused 
by other conditions, such as heart 
disease, tum or of the brain, tubercu­ 
losis or some other condition. The 
amount of hemorrhage, as well as 
the location of the ruptured blood 
vessel, determ ines the extent of in­ 
jury and the degree of paralysis. 
The victim of cerebral hemorrhage 
may suffer from complete paralysis 
of one side of the body. 
This is 
called “hemiplegia” 
and 
may in­ 
volve the entire half of the body, 
including one Side of the face, one 
arm and 
leg and one side of the 
trunk, If the legs and trunk alone 
are involved, the paralysis is called 
paraplegia. 
Monoplegia is a paral­ 
ysis of a single extremity, the leg 
or arm. 
Many Escape 
It m ust be borne in mind, too, 
that 
many 
victims of cerebral 
hemorrhage escape paralysis, or if 
they have paralysis, it is of an ex­ 
trem ely mild and tem porary in its 
nature. 
These are fortunate per­ 
sons because, if they heed the warn­ 
ing, they will escape further at­ 
tacks and avoid serious paralysis 
at a later time. 
Paralysis clue to cerebral hemor­ 
rhage is not always perm anent. Cer­ 
tain factors determ ine the extent 
of the injury. W hether the paraly­ 
sis is perm anent or tem porary can 
only be decided after close observa­ 
tion of the patient for several days. 
The doctor who is fam iliar with the 
case often can determ ine the seri­ 
ousness of the paralysis. 
As I have pointed out, cerebral 
hemorrhage usually occurs in high 
blood pressure, but it may also re­ 
sult from some other ailment. Since 
it usually gives some warning sign, 
it can often be prevented by proper 
care. When neglected, the evil pos­ 
sibilities cannot be avoided.

HESE associates say Mr. Lewis 
definitely doesn’t want to start 
a third party in 1940, but that he 
expects an attractive offer from the 
Republicans in the way of a labor 
platform. They added that he ex­ 
pects this offer, combined with his 
own strength, to result in a better 
offer from the Democrats to bring 
him into the Democratic camp at 
election time. But he is making no 
committments now. He feels that 
much could happen to change the 
entire situation in three years. 
Before the new deal, Mr. Lewis 
was a Republican. He campaigned 
for President Hoover’s reelection 
In 1932. President Roosevelt’s sup­ 
port in NRA days, however, led 
him to switch parties. He announc­ 
ed as early aa Labor day, 1935, that 
the United Mine W orkers, to a 
man, 
would 
support 
Mr. 
Roose­ 
velt for reelection. 
The miners con'tributed heavily 
to the Democratic campaign fund. 
Mr. Lewis. Mr. Berry and Sidney 
Hillman, president of the Amal­ 
gamated Clothing W orkers, organ­ 
ized 
Labor’s Nonpartisan 
league 
t'' put both CIO and A. F. of L. 
unions “on the record for Roose­ 
velt." Mr. Lewis made campaign 
speeches. He levied extra dues on 
the miners to help finance the 
campaign. 
The first sign of friction between 
Mr. Lewis and the President ap­ 
peared last winter during the Gen­ 
eral Motors strike. Mr. Lewis pub­ 
licly remined Mr. Roosevelt that 
labor had supported him In the 
election and expected presidential 
support in great economic battles. 
Mr. Roosevelt replied that there 
comes times when statem ents are 
not in order. 
The President’s rem ark general­ 
ly was construed as a “rebuke” 
although persons close to the W hite 
House said the President meant 
only to say that any statem ent 
might block the success of federal 
mediation. 
Mr. Lewis chose to accept the 
general Interpretation. 
Mr. Lewis’ lieutenants repeatedly 
urged the President to step Into 
the steel strike, but Mr. Roosevelt 
left federal intervention to Secre­ 
tary bf Labor Perkins. At one time, 
the President said the general pub­ 
lic thought “a plague o’ both your 
houses” af te r . strike violence had 
broken out.
